PROCEEDINGS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 
CHRISTIAN  CONFERENCE. 


Cary,  Wake  County,  N.  C,  Nov.  ii,  1896. 
WEDNESDAY— First  Day. 

The  North  Carolina  Christian  Conference  met  in  its 
Twenty-ninth  Annual  Session,  in  the  Cary  Christian 
Church  at  Cary,  N.  C,  on  Wednesday,  the  nth  day  of 
November,  1896.

Eastern  Christian  Conference  was  received  with  appro- 
priate marks,  also  Rev.  J.  W.  Hinnant,  Fraternal  Mes- 
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senger  of  the  Cape  Fear  Christian  Conference  was  re- 
ceived. 

Hon.  James  H.  Young,  of  Raleigh,  was  introduced  to 
the  Conference  who  delivered  a  discourse  appropriate 
and  instructive.     A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  him. 

Prof.  A.  Strowd,  of  Cary,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Bird,  of 
Rah  igh  were  invited  as  honorary  members.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Christian  Conference: 

We,  your  committee,  beg  leave  to  report,  the  care  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Christian  Conference  has  been  under  our  observation  since 
the  last  annual  session.  We  have  had  unusual  peace  and  harmony 
throughout  the  field.  Yet  there  is  great  need  of  more  activity  and 
energy  on  the  part  of  the  united  brotherhood. 

We  recommend  that  the  church  lot  in  Henderson  be  used  in  con. 
nection  with  the  church  as  a  parsonage,  and  that  the  members  be 
requested  to  use  the  material  thereon  for  building  the  same.  The  Con- 
ference has  one  acre  of  land  for  church  near  L,ouisburg,  N.  C.  Some 
member  should  be  appointed  as  agent  for  that  mission. 

The  Raleigh  church  has  not  so  far  been  put  upon  permanent  b^sis, 
the  cause  for  such  failure  is  the  lack  of  a  desirable  location.  We  rec- 
ommend that  as  soon  as  possible  the  Conference  shall  take  action  to 
release  the  oppressed  Christian  of  West  Raleigh.  Moreover,  we  find 
that  some  of  the  churches  are  not  regularly  attended  during  the  year 
by  the  pastor  according  to  the  church  call,  thus  we  should  suggest  that 
churches  should  not  call  ministers  to  more  churches  than  they  can  at- 
tend regularly.

Whereas,  we  have  seen  the  evil  effect  of  strong  drink,  wre  think  it  not 
good  for  our  people  to  use  it.  Alcohol  creates  a  progressive  appetite 
for  itself,  and  one  drink  may  lead  to  a  drunkard's  grave.  For  the  Bi- 
ble says,  "For  kings  not  to  drink  wine  nor  priests  strong  drink.'' 
Christ  says:  "We  are  priests  and  kings  unto  God,''  and  if  we  mean  to 
follow  the  word  of  God,  we  must  abstain  from  the  use  of  all  alcoholic 
drinks.  God  says:  "Woe  to  that  man  that  justifies  the  wicked  in  their 
reward,  and  if  the  wicked  use  strong  drink  and  we  do  the  same,  what 
reward  have  we?"    Be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  we  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Conference  abstain  from  the  use  of  all  alcoholic  drinks  as  a 
beverage.

Report  of  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools: 

Cary.  N.  C,  Nov.  9,  1896. 

We,  your  Committee  011  Sabbath  Schools,  beg  leave  to  report:  I  have 
traveled  in  most  of  the  Districts  belonging  to  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Conference.  In  Nos.  1,  2,  and  6  Districts,  the  Sabbath 
School  Conventions  were  held  in  each  District  the  next  day  after  the 
District  Conference  adjourned.  In  Districts  Nos.  1  and  2  the  District 
Conference  President  also  President  of  the  Sunday  School  Convention 
has  called  and  adjourned  their  meetings  before  the  following  Sabbath, 
not  giving  the  majority  of  the  neighborhood  the  advantage  of  their 
work.  Therefore  we  recommend  that  each  President  will  hereafter 
call  their  Conferences  and  Sabbath  School  Conferences  at  such  a  time 
of  the  w7eek  so  as  to  adjourn  the  following  Sabbath. 

We  further  recommend  the  two  cents  per  capita  of  each  pupil  and 
officer  of  the  Sabbath  School,  one  of  which  to  remain  in  the  treasury 
and  the  other  half  to  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary,  who  will  for- 
ward the  same  to  Treasurer  of  the  United  Christian  Convention  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Sabbath  School  Department. 

We  also  recommend  to  the  Sabbath  Schools  the  different  literature 
published  at  the  Christian  Publication  House,  Dayton,  Ohio,  to  be 
taught  in  all  classes  where  needed.  And  that  the  traveling  Mission 
will  see  and  urge  that  all  Sabbath  Schools  are  using  the  literature  as 
requested. 

We  recommend  that  each  Sabbath  School  will  be  divided  into  Dis- 
tricts. We  further  urge  that  each  President  of  their  District  hold  their 
Convention  before  the  Annual  Conference.
